: Ottaway Feb. 27. 
A full daly was put in yesterday in 
considering the post oftice estimates 
without very much jprogress being 
ymade. Dhere is necessarily an infinity 
of detai! im the administration of this

mates for it are being considerdd.

Members of the oppositioa 
themselves of their right of question 
to the fullest extent, and as a con- 
sequence very few items were ,ass- 
cd. But eliciting information is as 
much the busiaess of the house as as- 
senting to the estimates. So as long 
as the questions ave on matters of suf- 
ficient importance to warrant occu- 
ying the time of the house there is 
no fault to find. Unfortunately many 
of them were not, but that cannot be 
helped. It is one of the proud privil- 
egos of a member of parlament,—and 
Ly custom especially of an opposition 
member,—that he may, hold up the 
business of the country, at its most im- 
portant stage on the most trivial pre- 
text. But there were no long speeches 
—as would have been! fired at the 
house last segsion,—and the leader of 
the opposition is evidently not encour- 
aging guerilla tactice. 

The deficit of the post office depart- 
ment for the vear ending June 30th, 
1909, was placed at $461,661, oxclusive 
of tho deficit of $90,000 in connection 
with the Yukon service making a total 
deficit of $552,497 for the past year.

trust instead of.being divided amongst 
the people in the Jower cost of steel 
as was the intention cf the bonus, ‘Or 
if the bonus is cut off the works may 
be shut down and the prospect of the 
great development of the Canadian 
steel industry so closely in view. and 
upon which so many hopes were built 
may be stopped. The question of 
trusts is evidently to be the first great 
problem of the new centuny, and if the 
rumor mentioned is correct it is the 
first that Canada has to face.

The feature of yesterday was the 
unanimous agreement of the house on 
the question of the disposition to be 
made of the twine output of the King- 
ston penitentiary. The discussion was 
resumed on the adjourned motion of 
Blair, of “Peel, opposition, that peni- 
tentiary twine should only. be soid di- 
rect to farmers at one cent a pound 
overy cost. Very little atitention was 
‘aid to thef motion, but a great deal 
of atteution was paid to the arguments 
made in the recent campaign regard- 
ing binder twine combines and steals 
These charges were disposed of ef- 
fectively by the solicitor-genersl, in 
a complete statement of the action’ of 
the government regarding binder 
twine in which he pointed, out that the 
proposed resolution simply confirmed 
the principle of sale direct io farmers 
adopted last year. It was observed in 
the course of the discussion that: the 
government was compelled to sell at 
a certain price, and that a drop in the 
cost of raw material at an inopportune 
time would leave them witb a quantity 
of twine on their hands for an inde- 
finite period. Exception was also tak- 
en to the valuation ‘being fixed on the 
cost of priison labor, and as well to the 
addition of a cenit a pound to the cost, 
To cover these poots, Oliser, Alberta, 
moved the following amendment: 

“That so long as the government 
continues to manufacture binder 
twine the same shall be offered for 
sale direct to farmers upj to Julyt Ist 
in eack year at the cost of material 
and manufacture, calculating wages on 
the basis of fair wages for free labor; 
and that the twine unsold end on hand 
on July Ist each year be soldi by ten- 
der to the bigbest bidder after pub- 
lic advertisement,” 


The amendment was accezled by the 
mover of the motion; but a vote was 
insisted on.

MANICOBA GRAIN MéRETS. 

Commercial: Manitoba wheat is ex- 
tremely dull, There is absolutely no 
demand, anid »ufete in the east are 
understood to be very much afraid of 
ihe keeping quality, of even 3 ‘hard! and 
it is stated are resolved to have little 
to do svith’ 8 hard or lower grades as 
milder weather comes along. This is 
degiressing. to values. The pregent 
value of 3 hard for.export is not over 
65c in etore Fort William, Spot 1 and 
2 bard command good prices, but the 
price is too high toqmake fair demand 
for these grades. At present 1 and 3 
hard fetch more at Ontario foints 
than ran be got for them delivered at 
English gorts. Values to-day of 
Manitoba wheat are as follows; I 
hard, 84¢; 2) hard, 781-2c,.3 hard, 67- 
[-20, 3 northern, 64c; tough 3 hard, 
63c; tough 3 northern, 60c, all im store 
Fort Williams spot or en route, but 
buyers are very scarce and Only a few 
cars could be sold without lowering 
prices. 

Oat supplies on! hand and in sight 
are amplej for current requirements, 
and there) is a steady trade being done, 
Most of the business being’ dona is in 
Northern Alberta oats, These are be- 
ing taken! for seed ay well as feeding 
purposes. The demand for seed oats 
is good, It has been stated im some 
reports of this market that Ontario 
oats are arriving, but this is incorrect 
as there are plenty of Alberta oats 
obtainable in th emeantime, and these 
are of superior quality. Ontario oats 
could not be jJaid down! here; ta com- 
pete jwith them. Manitoba oats are 
worth 36 to 38c in carlots on track 
here, and Alberta oats 40 to 43c, ac- 
cording to quality. Most of these iat- 
ter aye changing bands at 40c,

I am direbted to cal] your altenition 
to the importation of purebred, bulls, 
under government auspices, which’ will 
be carriedj on! under an arrangement 
with the Canadian VPacific Railway 
Company, whereby the bulls (which 
must ba delivered at some convenient 
point on the said railwa in Manitoba 
or Ontario) are gathered and sent 
by carload Jots to tha wert in charge 
of a reliable man and distributed at 
desired points upon tha O. P. Re main 
lise or branthes in the Tenritories, The 
government and railway company Je- 
fray all expenses over and! above the 
sum of $5.00 per, head, which: must be 
daiposited by the applicant. Als soon 
as partics are in a position’ to make 
application to the department for' the 
trangportation of siock, blank forms 
will, upen notification, be supplied 
them, which are to bg filled out and 
retureed to this department, accom- 
panied by the sum of $5.00. 

Stockmen availing themselves of this 
offer will have to make their own ar- 
rangements, through friends or other- 
wise, regarding the purchase of their 
bulls. If, however, a person/ is select- 
ek by. a suificient number of appl- 
cants to purchase a full carload of 
bulls for them, ha will be, furnished 
free transportation to Manitoba or 
Ontario and return in charge{ of the 
car, His incidental expenSes, up to 
the time of taking charge of the stock 
in the east, must be defrayed by bim- 
self or the! parties he represents.
